Shasta County CalWORKs subsidizes 

100% of employees wages up to $15 an 

hour for six months. ShastaFACES2 

employees are hired for part-time or full-

time positions, with a minimum of 20 

hours per week. 

 

In addition, participants hired through the 

ShastaFACES2 program receive 

supportive services, including child care, 

transportation assistance and help 

paying for work- or training-related 

expenses … making it easier for families 

to transition back to work.
